I inns of the promoters have been car- 
ried out the company will control ev-

The Rock Springs Amuse­

The north wall or abutment of the 
lake will be located at a point In the 
park grounds about IOO feet south of 
the summer theatre, and will be in 
the form of a dam. 
The materials 
fused in the constrilition of this wall 
will be broken stone and concrete 
The force of men put to 
work 
this 
morning are engaged in excavating 
for the location 
of 
this 
dam. 
No 
depth has been fixed for the begin 
ning of tho foundation, as it is pro­ 
posed to remove the gravel until t 
solid stone foundation has been found 
Tho lake itself will cover an area of 
three and one-half acres. 
Tho front 
or north side of the body of 
water 
will be square, and it 
will 
extend 
south 450 feet, the upper or south end 
of the lake being oblong In 
shape 
The width of the lake will be 250 feet. 
In the center of the large enclosure 
it is proposed to locate an island, oc­ 
cupying a space of 170 feet wide. The 
island will be left when the work of 
excavating is completed, and every 
particle of grass, shrubbery and even 
the trees now’ growing there will be 
allowed to remain. 
It is the intention 
to make this island a perfect bower 
of beauty by the cultivation of the 
natural growths already there, and by 
the addition of other features of the 
same sort. 
Some time in the no dis­ 
tant future a dancing pavilion will he

in the lake at all times will 
come 
from two sources. 
The course of the 
run coming down from above will be 
changed to a considerable degree, and 
its water utilized as far as it will go, 
and lf more is needed the water works 
supply will be turned in. 
The depth 
of the lake will vary, of course, since 
it is many feet lower at the front. 
This difficulty will be avoided by a 
very ingenious contrivance, however, 
and the 
possibility 
of 
accidental 
drowning reduced to a minimum. 
In 
the bottom of the deeper portion of 
the lake will he constructed a sub­ 
stantial lattice work three feet be­ 
low' the surface of the water, and this 
obstruction will extend south until it 
meets the ground at a uniform depth 
of three feet. 
At no time will the 
water he deeper than three feet, mak­ 
ing it absolutely safe for both boating 
and skating. 
A combination natatorium and boat 
house will be located at the south end 
of the lake. 
This building will be 
constructed with especial regard to 
the convenience and the c o m f o rte r 
patrons. 
The lake will be used as a 
skating resort in 
winter, 
and 
for 
pleasure boating in 
summer. 
The 
company has already arranged for the 
purchase of a num ber 
of 
electric 
launches, and they will he ready for 
use as soon as the lake is completed. 
In addition to these a goodly number 
of aluminum skiffs will he purchased, 
and they, too, will be put in use. The 
lake completed, is to cost approxi­ 
mately $25,000. 
A COMMODIOUS 
SWIMMING POOL. 
Adjoining the lake on the cast will 
be located a swimming pool 200 feet 
long and 75 feet wide. 
It will ho sop 
arato from the lake, and care will lie- 
taken in its construction to have the 
pool clean and 
commodious. 
The 
surface of this body of w ater will be 
six or seven feet higher than the lake, 
and between tho two will 
he 
con­ 
structed a walk, leading from 
the 
hath house to its edge. 
The system of sewering will be as 
nearly nerfect as it is possible 
to 
make it. 
An open sewer will be built 
from a point iar up the hollow to tho 
south end of the lake, and from there 
to thQ breastwork and 
beyond, 
a 
7'..-foot 
closed sew er will 
he run 
for a distance of 500 feet. 
At some 
points the run's course will be chang 
cd as much as 150 feet, and can be 
easily controlled by the sewers.

As an extra precaution and in order 
to ninko repairs at any time it may 
he necessary, a large opening will be 
left In the breastwork with a valve 
connection. 
Should some of the other 
appliances 
become 
disarranged 
so 
they could not he worked, this valve 
would drain tb s lake In a few hours. 
The entire mechanism of the gigantic 
undertaking is so well planned that 
its completion will be a revelation to 
not only the uninitiated, hut to many 
who arc accustomed to accomplish all 
kinds of engineering feats.

It is endowed with an enduring light. 
It is like a mighty river, flowing on 
and on without ceasing. Its source, its 
origin, growth and momentum are like 
unto a river, which is made up of trio- 
utaries coming from far off mountains 
and courses through extended plains, 
it flows on. Cities are Built along it* 
side. Along its shores are heard the 
tumultuous sounds of industry, 
but 
this as all other attractions are un 
heeded and it flows on. 
Circling ed 
dies are formed, but the w ater finds 
an outlet and 
flows 
on. 
Day 
and 
night, winter and 
summer, 
century 
after century may past, but it flows 
on. 
It would not resist if it could

Corporate 
religion grows in person and could not 
exist without it. 
Tho religion of 
a 
nation is reflected In its legislation, in 
its jurisprudence, but It is formed in 
the nation's literature. The latter re­ 
flects the power of a nation. It is not 
however, an atheistic or agnostic lit- 
erature. It is the kind that constantly 
breathes the principles 
of 
religion. 
The literature that lives, I mean the 
literature through which it Jives. 
The American people are a Christian 
people and must be a Christian nation. 
Nothing can change the American na­ 
tion until tho greatest revolution or 
the greatest catastrophe that could be 
conceived occurs. 
When a nation ac­ 
cepts the law of righteousness and thq 
ultimate rule which is sure to follow, 
that nation has Jehovah for its. God. 
Nations are responsible because they 
are corporate personalities. A nation 
has a conscience and is rcpsonsible for 
its own conduct. Nations are respon­ 
sible to Almighty God and before His 
tribunal every nation must come. No 
nation will ever escape these tribun­ 
als. 
No m atter bow great, bow pow­ 
erful, there is no escape 
Only thk 
nation that acknowledges the princi­ 
ples of the righteous laws is safe to 
go before the great tribunal. A man'* 
ideals are always higher than his at­ 
tainments.

nation. 
May God. the great ruler, grant th* 
country, of ours, that it may alway? 
be one of righteousness, 
the attain­ 
ment of which is national perfection 
so far as is possible and God be it?

Inside of thirteen yenrs as they have 
been In the last twenty. 


"O ther rules h a re been dropped than 
th a t w hich for a brief period au th o r­ 
ized the champion to name the place 
of contest. 
H ere is one: ‘Challenges 
once Issued shall not be w ith d raw n . 
even though the money accom panying 
them be not covered.* T h a t rule w as 
suggested 
by 
cham pionship 
experi­ 
ences. 
It may have been dropped ac­ 
cidentally. 
If Intentionally, it could 
only have been by players wiser In 
their own personal conceits th an to the 
needs of professional billiards. On its 
mere face there can be no objection to 
this rule. 
Its absence will some day 
cause sudden, unsuspected trouble. 
Its 
presence, by prom pting Sutton to per 
severe iii his clin Henge, might have in 
sliced ii contest not much Inter than the 
latter part of next month."

No New Yellow Fever Cases.

London, Nov. 27.—Thanksgiving day 


w m celebrated by the American so 
ciety in London at a banquet at th* 
Hotel Cecil.

William Jennings Bryan wa.-; 
the guest of-honor. 
The speeches, while flavored by the 
usual seasonal cheer anti reference 
to Anglo-American friendliness, devel­ 
oped particularly into a duel of roper 
tee, good nattired, but almost sub-acid, 
between Mr. Bryan and Ambassador 
Choate. 
There were a number of notable 
guests at the b an q u e t, including the 
duke of Marlborough. Furl Denbigh, of

Lord Davey. General tan Hamilton. 
Gilbert Parker. Major Arthur Lee. for

The duke of Marlborough proposed 


a toast to President Roosevelt and, 
addressing himself to the interests 
which England and the United States 
have in common, referred in terms of 
the highest praise to President Roose­ 
velt and spoke feelingly of the late 
Sir Michael Herbert. 


Anglo-American Alliance. 


Ambassador Choate, responding to 


the toast to his health, which was pro­ 
posed in complimentary terms by 1-ord 
Davey. took up the duke of Maribel 
ough's refeience to the mutuel sym­ 
pathies of tho American and British 
peoples and said that there bad been 
reason heretofore 
to 
suspect soap* 


such sentiment on the part of th** 
duke, since he had.set an example in 
one form of the Anglo-American alli­ 
ance on which the* people of both 
countrles were aide to look with en­ 
tire approval. 
Turning to Mr Bryan, Mr. Choate 
satd it was the custom of Americans 
torn from their native shores to gather 
annually 
and 
return 
thanks 
The 
American society in Isindon had now 
among them another of these exiles 
for whom personally he. as ambassa­ 
dor, had been doing the best he could. 
Ho had taken Mr. Bryan to visit the 
bank of England, where he was abl’ 
to study the fiscal question In its na­ 
tive lair. 
The company would be edi­ 
fied, said Mr. Choate, had they hoard 
Mr. Bryan cross examining tho gov­ 
ernor of the bank of England.

Bryan Receivea Ovation. 


The speech of the ambassador was 
followed by an ovation to Mr. Bryan 
which lasted for several minutes Mr. 
Bryan, in responding, paid a graceful 
tribute to the English guests of the 
society, 
lie said the highest compli­ 
ment he was able to pay was that In 
looking over til'* tallies he was unable 
to distinguish the English from the 
American women present. He thanked 
the British nation for the kindly for­ 
bearance it had shown in receiving 
him, the protectionists for letting him 
land at all and the gold hugs for not 
having deported him immediately after 
his arrival 
Mr. Bryan said he had 
profited exceedingly by his visit to 
the bank of England. 
He wanted to 
call attention, however, to the fact 
that Hie murderous attack by an In­ 
sane man with a revolver on Mr Ken­ 
neth flrahame, the secretary of th'* 
hank, occurred 
the 
day before he 
called. 
Touching the theme of Thanksgiv­ 
ing day, M r Bryan spoke eloquently 
of the natural resources and advani 
ages of the United States for which 
the people must return thanks to God, 
and of the ideals of liberty and prog 
ress, for which they must thank their 
English progenitors. 
He urged the 
necessity of the present generation 
bequeathing to posterity 
some gilt 
commensurate with Hie blessings they 
had received from their ancestors, ant 
NUgge*>ted that they bequeath the ideal 


of international amity, of which The 
Hague arbitration tribunal was a last 
ins monument. 
“ Hail to tho nation,” concluded Mr 
Bryan, “ whatever her name, who leads 
the world towards thiB higher ideal 
for the lasting good of all humanity.”

London, Nov. 27.—Thanksgiving day 
was celebrated by tho American so 
ciety in London at a banquet at the 
Hotel Cecil. 
There were over 400 
covers. 
William Jennings Bryan was 
the guest of'honor. 
The speeches, while flavored by the 
usual seasonal cheer and reference 
to Anglo-American friendliness, devel­ 
oped particularly into a duel of repar 
tee, good-natured, but almost sub-acid, 
between Mr. Bryan and Ambassador 
Choate. 
There were a number of notab’e 
guests at the banquet, including the 
duke of Marlborough, Earl Denbigh, of 
the 
Honorable 
Artillery 
company; 
Lord Davey, General lan Hamilton, 
Gilbert Parker, Major Arthur Lee, for­ 
merly military at facile at Washington, 
now civil lord of Die admiralty; Sir 
Montagu F, Onnnanney, all the ain 
bassadors in 
London, 
Miss 
Evans, 
Mrs Ronalds, Countess Denbigh, Ma­ 
jor Bullworth, of the Honorable Artil­ 
lery company, and several members 
of the house of commons. 
Tile duke of Marlborough proposed 
a toast to President Roosevelt and, 
addressing himself to the interests 
which England and the United States 
have in common, referred in terms of 
the highest praise to President Roose­ 
velt and spoke feelingly of the late 
Sir Michael Herbert. 
Anglo-Amarican Alliance. 
Ambassador Choate, responding to 
the toast to his health, which was pro­ 
posed in complimentary terms by laird 
Davey, took up the duke of Marlbor­ 
ough's refeienee to the mutual sym­ 
pathies of tho American and British 
peoples and said that there had been 
reason heretofore 
to 
suspect sonic, 


such sentiment on the part of th “ 
duke, since he had.set an example in 
one form of the Anglo-American alli­ 
ance on which Hie• people of both 
countries were aisle to look with en­ 
tire approval. 
Turning to Mr. Bryan, Mr. Choate 
said it. was the custom of Americans 
torn from their native shores to gather 
annually 
and 
return 
thanks. 
The 
American society in I Lindon had now 
among them another of these exiles 
for whom personally he, as ambassa­ 
dor, had been doing the best he could. 
Ho had taken Mr. Bryan to visit the 
bank of England, where he was able 
to study the fiscal question in its na­ 
tive lair. 
The company would be edi­ 
fied, said Mr. Choate, had they heard 
Mr. Bryan cross-examining the gov­ 
ernor of the bank of England. 
The 
ambassador said he had aided Mr 
Bryan to hear M r Asquith, Mr Cham 
borlain. Lord Coaction and Lord Rose* 
bery. all within 48 hours, so if his 
views on the flsenl question were not 
utterly mixed they would appreciate 
at least the quality of the man they 
had before them. 
• 
Bryan Receives Ovation. 
The speech of the ambassador was 
followed by an ovation to Mr. Bryan, 
which lasted for several minutes. Mr. 
Bryan, in responding, paid a graceful 
tribute to the English guests of the 
society. 
He said the highest, compli­ 
ment he was able to pay was that in 
looking over the tables he was unable 
to distinguish the English from th" 
American women present. Ile thanked 
the British nation for the kindly for­ 
bearance it had shown in receiving 
him, the protectionists for letting him 
land at all and the gold hugs for not 
having deported him immediately after 
his arrival. 
Mr. Bryan said he had 
profiled exceedingly by his visit to 
the batik of England. 
He wanted to 
call attention, however, to the fart 
that the murderous attack by an ‘ti­ 
sane man with a revolver on Mr. K e n ­ 
neth Graharae. tile secretary of the 
bank, occurred 
the 
day before be 
called. 
Touching the theme of Thanksgiv­ 
ing day. Mr Bryan spoke eloquently 
of the natural resources and advant­ 
ages of the United States for which 
the people must return thanks to God, 
and of the ideals of liberty and prog­ 
ress, for which they must thank their 
English progenitors. 
He urged the 
necessity of the present generation 
bequeathing to posterity 
some gift 
commensurate with the blessings they 
had received from their ancestors, ant 
suggested that they bequeath tile ideal 


of international amity, of which The 
Hague arbitration tribunal was a last 
ing monument. 
"Hail to the nation,” concluded Mr 
Bryan, "whatever her name, who leads 
the world towards this higher ideal 
for the lasting good of all humanity.”
